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Summary of Contents 





Our Exports of Cotton Piece-Goods (Page 496) 


While total exports in 1933 showed, at 2,117 
million linear yards, a decline of 186 million yards, 
or 8 per cent., as compared with 1932, they were 326 
million yards, or 18 per cent., greater than in 1931. 
Six of the thirteen geographical divisions show larger 
takings in 1933 than in 1982, South and East Africa 
and South America recording the greatest increases. 
The heaviest declines were in shipments to British 
India (still our largest market for these goods), 
China, Japan and Hong Kong, and West Africa. 


Foreign Exchanges in September (Page 499) 


London exchange rates showed a depreciation in 
the value of sterling in relation to reichsmarks by 
about one per cent. in the first week and a further 
recession of nearly 1? per cent. in the remaining 
three weeks. The pound also lost about 14 per cent. 
to the United States dollar and 1 per cent. to the 
Canadian dollar, but Japanese yen lost about 2 per 
cent. to sterling on the month. 


Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 501) 

The net tonnage of vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade that arrived with cargoes during August was 
2°5 per cent. more than in August, 1933, while that 
of departures with cargo was 5-1 per cent. greater. 
Entrances in ballast were of 2-6 per cent. less 
tonnage, while clearances declined by 5°8 per cent. 
The coasting trade showed all-round increases 
ranging from 5°7 per cent. in arrivals with cargo to 
4-2 per cent, in departures in ballast.

Details of the chief imports are given for June 
quarter, 1934, with the shares of the principal con- 
tributing countries. 


Economic Conditions in Syria (Page 512) 


There is a feeling that the worst is over in Syria, 
writes H.M. Consul-General at Beirut. The begin. 
ning of the present year saw the Mandatory autho. 
rities busily engaged with plans for the improve. 
ment of both Lebanese and Syrian economy. Much 
money is to be spent on Beirut port, railway exten- 
sions, etc. The United Kingdom again occupied, in 
1933, second place among countries importing to 
Syria.

EXPORTS OF COTTON PIECE-GOODS IN 1933 
COMPARISONS WITH 1913 AND 1931-32 


An analysis of the exports of the different classes of 
cotton piece-goods to various overseas markets in the 
years 1913 and 1930-32 appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
August 31, 1933 (pages 284-287). The corresponding 
particulars for 1933 have now been compiled, and are 
shown in the following tables, together with those for 
each of the years 1913, 1931 and 1932. Certain details 
relating to the exports to principal countries, not shown 
separately in the attached tables, are given in 
Volume III of the ‘‘ Annual Statement of the Trade of 
the United Kingdom ’”’ for 1933, which will shortly be 
published. 


While in 1913 linear yardage was the only unit of 
quantity employed in the trade returns, three measures 
have been utilised since January, 1921—linear yardage, 
square yardage and weight. Since 1929 the linear 
yardage and weight of the total exports of the several 
classes of cotton piece-goods have been shown in the 
monthly trade accounts, while details of consignments 
to particular countries have been confined to square 
yardage and value as in previous years. 


Ageregate exports of cotton piece-goods in 1933 
amounted to 2,117 million linear yards, compared with 
2.303 million in 1932, 1,790 million in 1931, and 7,075 
million in 1913. Thus the improvement in exports 
shown in 1932 was not maintained in 1933, a decline of 
186 million linear yards (8 per cent.) being recorded in 





comparison with the previous year, although there was 
an increase of 326 million linear yards (18 per cent.) 
as compared with 1931. Comparing 1933 and 1932, 
the decline affected all classes of cotton piece-goods 
except the unbleached category, in respect of which 
there was a slight increase of 0-8 million linear yards 
(O°2 per cent.). The decrease in each of the remaining 
categories was as follows :—white bleached, 123 million 
linear yards (16 per cent.); printed, 38 million (8 per 
cent.); dyed, 9 million (1:5 per cent.); and coloured 
cottons, 16 million (13 per cent.). It will be seen that 
the largest decline, both absolutely and _ relatively, 
occurred in respect of the largest single category, white 
bleached goods. In comparison with 1931, an appreci- 
able increase was recorded for each category, the 
largest being in respect of dyed piece-goods (129 
million linear yards). 


Exports of cotton piece-goods to six of the thirteen 
geographical areas shown in the accompanying tables 
were greater in 1938 than in 1932. The principal in- 
creases occurred in respect of South America (72 
million linear yards) and South and East Afriea (80 
million); exports to the latter destination were much 
greater than in any recent year, while aggregate exports 
to the Irish Free State (34 million linear yards) were 
the largest so far recorded. Of the declines shown in 
respect of seven markets, the largest occurred in the 
case of British India (115 million linear yards), China,

Japan and Hong Kong, etc. (85 million), West Africa 
(63 million), and Dutch East Indies, etc. (54 million). 
As compared with 1931, the only markets taking a 
smaller quantity of our cotton piece-goods in 1933 were 
China, Japan and Hong Kong, etc. (38 million linear 
yards), the Balkans, Near and Middle East (82 million), 
the Dutch East Indies, ete. (26 million), and North 
Africa (17 million); the largest increases in exports to 
other destinations were as follows:—South America 
(113 million), British India (85 million), South and 
East Africa (84 million), and West Africa (52 million.) 


The heavy fall in exports of cotton piece-goods since 
the war is mainly attributable to reductions in the 
quantities taken by India and by China, Japan and 
Hong Kong, etc., these reductions amounting to 
2,617 million and 711 million linear yards, respectively, 
out of an aggregate decline of 4,959 million compared 
with 1913; but exports in 1933 to the following markets 
also showed very substantial reductions compared with 
the same year:—Dutch Kast Indies, etc., 464 million 
linear yards (86 per cent.), the Balkans, Near and 
Middle East, 348 million (73 per cent.), South 
America, 259 million (44 per cent.), and North Africa, 
218 million (61 per cent.). Only in the case of South 
and Kast Africa was there an increase (44 million linear 
yards, or 86 per cent.) in 1983 as compared with 1913. 


The changes in the relative importance of the various 
geographical areas as markets for our piece-goods are 
shown in the two following tables, which give the per- 
centage distribution in 1913 and 1933. In the second 
table trade with the Irish Free State has been ex- 
cluded from the calculation in view of the fact that it 
was treated as internal trade in 1913 :—

The tables show that India is still our largest market 
for cotton piece-goods, although the proportion taken fell 
from 48-2 per cent. in 1913 to 21°2 per cent. in 1938. 
For purposes of comparison it may be mentioned that 
India’s share in 1932 was 24-4 per cent., in 1931 20°2 
per cent., and in 1930 20°6 per cent. In addition to 
India, three other markets took a smaller proportion 
in 1933 than in 1913, viz. China, Japan, etc., Dutch 
East Indies, Ceylon, etc., and the Balkans, Near and 
Middle East, the decline in the case of the two former 
being relatively very large. The share of each of these 
four markets was also smaller in 1933 than in the pre- 
ceding year. There was a very substantial increase 
between 1913 and 1933 in the proportion consigned to 
South and East Africa, Australia and New Zealand, 
West Africa, Europe (except Balkans), and South 
America, the last mentioned being again, as in 1982, 
our second largest market. 


For the first time in recent years the share taken in 
1933 by Australia and New Zealand failed to exceed the 
level of the preceding year, while the only other markets 
to take a smaller share than in 1932 (in addition to the 
four mentioned above) were North Africa and West 
Africa. 


The detailed tables show the actual linear yardage 
exported to the various geographical areas in each of 
the last three years and in 1913, together with the 
weight and linear yardage per 1,000 square yards. 
Taking the exports of cotton piece-goods as a whole, 
it will be seen that, as in previous years, the average 
value per 1,000 square yards of the goods sent to India 
was below that for any other market; it was the lowest 
shown in respect of India since the square yardage 
of the exports has been recorded, viz. 1920. Whereas 
in recent years the United States and Canada has been 
the market taking the most expensive cloths, there was 
a very marked fall in the average value of the cotton 
piece-goods exported to these countries last year. This 
decline was due to a more than three-fold increase in 
the quantity of the unbleached goods sent to the 
United States and Canada, coupled with a fall of 
nearly one-half in the average value. In 19383 the 
highest average values were recorded in respect of 
exports to the Irish Free State and Australia and New 
Zealand. 


The average weight per square yard of the piece- 
goods exported was also lowest in the case of India and 
highest in the case of the Irish Free State and Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. The average weight of the 
exports to India was less than half that of the goods 
sent to the other two markets mentioned, and was 
27 per cent. less than the figure recorded for the 
Balkans, Near and Middle East, the market taking the 
next lightest goods. The average width of the goods 
taken by the different markets also varied consider- 
ably, ranging from 39-7 inches in the case of India to 
29°8 inches for Mexico, Central America and West 
Indies. 


The average value per square yard of the aggregate 
exports was about the same in 1933 as in 1932; none of 
the five classes of piece-goods showed any substantial 
change, the largest increase being one of 6-6 per cent. 
in the case of coloured cottons and the largest decrease, 
2°7 per cent., occurring in respect of dyed piece-goods. 
For the first time since 1928 there was a decrease in 
the average weight per square yard of the piece-goods 
exported, a decline of 8°2 per cent. in the unbleached 
category being mainly responsible for the decrease of 
about 1 per cent. in the aggregate. During recent 
years the tendency has been for the average width of 
the cotton piece-goods exported to decline, but in 1933 
the average width (34:5 inches) was very slightly 
greater than in 1932; the average width of unbleached 
goods increased from 37:0 inches to 37-8 inches, and 
there was also an increase in respect of each of the 
other principal descriptions except white bleached 
piece-goods.

The average of the rates for French francs and for 
belgas in London in the week ended September 1 
represented a depreciation in the value of the pound 
sterling of 39-4 per cent. as compared with the closing 
rate on September 19, 1931. Comparing the same 
periods, lire, reichsmarks, Swiss francs and Dutch 
fiorins represented a depreciation in the value of the 
pound ranging from 37°8 to 39-1 per cent., while in the 
case of Czechoslovak crowns the depreciation in the 
value of the pound was 27:3 per cent. The London 
exchange rates on six of these seven centres (the excep- 
tion being Berlin) showed a depreciation in the value 
of the pound sterling in the first week of September 
of about one-half of one per cent.; in terms of reichs- 
marks the pound declined by about one per cent. On 
balance there was no variation amounting to as much as 
one-half of one per cent. in these six currencies during 
the remaining three weeks of the month, but in com- 
parison with reichsmarks sterling depreciated further 
by nearly 1? per cent.; in the last week of the month 
reichsmarks were at about the same premium as 
French francs. 


The London exchange rates for the Argentine peso 
and for the three Scandinavian currencies remained 
unchanged throughout the month. 


The average of the United States dollar rates in 
London in the week ended September 1 represented 
an appreciation in the value of the pound sterling of 
3-4 per cent. as compared with the closing rate on 
September 19, 1931. Sterling declined in value by 
about one-half of one per cent. in the first week of 
September. There was practically no change in the 
rates in the following week, but the dollar appreciated 
further by nearly one per cent. during the second half 
of the month. 


The London rates on Montreal showed a deprecia- 
tion of sterling in the week ended September 1 of 
0-8 per cent. as compared with the closing rate on 
September 19, 1931. Sterling declined in value in 


each week throughout September, and on balance the 
pound depreciated by about one per cent. during the 
month. Canadian funds in New York were at a pre- 
mium of 2§ per cent. on August 30, of 23 per cent. on 
September 6, of 3; per cent. on September 13, of 3.4, 
per cent. on September 20, and of 23 per cent. on 
September 27. 


Spanish pesetas moved in much the same manner 
as the gold standard currencies, while Japanese yen 
depreciated in terms of sterling by about 2 per cent. 
during September.

In comparison with the French franc the rates in 
Paris for the Dutch florin and the Swiss franc were at 
a small premium throughout September, while the 
belga, which was at a small premium during the first 
three weeks of September, declined to a rate slightly 
below parity towards the end of the month. The lira 
was at a discount of about 3°2 per cent. throughout 
September.

The pound was quoted at a discount of 39-5 per cent. 
in comparison with the French franc on August 30 and 
at about 40 per cent. discount on September 27. The 
United States dollar, which was quoted at a discount 
of 41-4 per cent. on August 30, improved slightly 
during September, the rate on the 27th representing a 
discount of 41°2 per cent. Spanish pesetas remained 
at a discount of 57-9 per cent. throughout the month. 





SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN AUGUST 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during August, 
1934, with cargo for discharge at the port of arrival was 
7,032,000 tons, or 171,000 tons (2°5 per cent.) more 
than in August, 1933. Increases were recorded in the 
arrivals with cargo from seven of the trading areas 
specified in the returns, the largest being in respect of 
‘East Africa, Persian Gulf, India,’’ ‘‘ Europe 
Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries, ’’ and 
‘‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the Pacific.’’ The sub- 
stantial increase in the tonnage arriving from the first 
and last of these areas was due in some measure to a 
marked increase in imports of tea and rubber, while 
there were also greater shipments of refined petroleum 
from Persia. Important reductions were recorded in 
respect of ‘*‘ West Indies and Central America 
(Atlantic Coast) ’’ and Australasia, reflecting reduced 
shipments of sugar from Cuba and of wool from Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. As regards the nationalities 
of the vessels concerned, British tonnage increased by 
§2,000 tons (1 per cent.), United States tonnage by 
70,000 tons (28 per cent.), Norwegian by 55,000 tons 
(15 per cent.), and Dutch by 36,000 tons (12 per cent.), 
while German tonnage declined by 63,000 tons (13 per 
cent.). About 59 per cent. of the net tonnage that 
arrived with cargo in August, 1934, was British, as 
compared with 60 per cent. in August, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
3,640,000 tons, being 99,000 tons (2-6 per cent.) less 
than the total for August, 1933. British tonnage 
decreased by 29,000 tons (1 per cent.), German ton- 
nage was less by 51,000 tons (19 per cent.), and French 
by 43,000 tons (16 per cent.), while there was an in- 
crease of 7,000 tons (6 per cent.) in Norwegian tonnage 
and a large proportionate increase in the tonnage 
belonging to the United States. The British propor- 
tion of the net tonnage that arrived in ballast was 68 
per cent. in August, 1934, as against 67 per cent. in 
August, 1933, while of the total British tonnage that 
arrived, between 37 and 38 per cent. was in ballast in 
both the later and the earlier period. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
August, 1984, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad was 6,173,000 tons, or 300,000 tons 
(51 per cent.) more than a year earlier. The largest 
increase was shown in the departures with cargo for 
‘“ Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ due partly to greater 
exports of coal and iron and steel to certain countries 
within that area. Increases nearly as large were re- 
corded for ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India ’’ and 
‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the Pacific,’’ and in 
respect of ‘‘ North America—Atlantic Coast ’’ the in- 
crease also exceeded 50,000 tons. For only three of the 
thirteen areas was there any decrease. Among the 
principal nationalities, British tonnage increased by 
169,000 tons, or 4 per cent., United States tonnage by 
106,000 tons, or 93 per cent., French by 89,000 tons, 
or 14 per cent., Norwegian by 34,000 tons, or 19 per 
cent., and Dutch tonnage by 27,000 tons, or 12 per 
cent., while the tonnage of German vessels was less by 
75,000 tons, or 24 per cent. Between 64 and 65 per 


cent. of the tonnage that departed in cargo was British 


in both August, 1934, and August, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 


ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 4,746,000 tons, or 293,000 tons (5:8 per cent.) 
less than the total for August, 1933. British tonnage 
declined by 170,000 tons (6 per cent.), French tonnage 
by 85,000 tons (45 per cent.), German tonnage by 
32,000 tons (8 per cent.), and the tonnage of vessels of 
“* Other Nationalities ’’—mainly Swedish and Danish 
—by 79,000 tons (11 per cent.), while Dutch, United 


States and Norwegian tonnage increased by 48,000 tons 
(19 per cent.), 18,000 tons (11 per cent.), and 7,000 


tons (2 per cent.), respectively. The British propor- 
tion of the net tonnage that departed in ballast was 
60 per cent. in both August, 1934, and August, 1933, 
while of the total British tonnage that departed nearly 
42 per cent. was in ballast in the later and 44 per cent. 
in the earlier period. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the prin- 


cipal ports of the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 

nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 502.

The increased tonnage that arrived and departed 
with cargo was shared by the majority of the principal 
ports. Greater liner-cruise activity at Southampton 
is reflected in the increased tonnage departing in 
ballast from that port. 


Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals 
and departures with cargo in the coasting trade in- 
creased by 5-7 per cent. (134,000 tons) and 4°8 per 
cent. (113,000 tons), respectively. Increases of 49 per 
cent, (184,000 tons) in the arrivals, and of 4°2 per cent. 
(158,000 tons) in the departures, were recorded in 
respect of the tonnage of vessels in ballast. The

CIVIL AVIATION IN INDIA 
PROGRAMME FOR NEXT THREE YEARS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India has 
forwarded a copy of a Memorandum which has been 
passed by the Standing Finance Committee relative to 
the proposal to spend Rs. 92 lakhs from Loan Funds 
over the next three years in order to place the ground 
organisation of the Indian aerodromes on a modern 
footing. The Senior Trade Commissioner has also for- 
warded a copy of a Note on the recent actual and pro- 
posed developments of civil aviation in India, together 
with a summary of the civil aviation programme. 

These documents contain particulars of the general 
heads of the programme, from which it may be seen 
that this expenditure of approximately 924 lakhs is 
divided into (a) works of first urgency amounting to 
Rs. 534 lakhs and (b) works of secondary urgency 
totalling Rs. 39 lakhs. The works of first urgency, 
which will be undertaken within the next twelve 
months or so, will be allotted as to aviation Rs. 44lakhs, 
meteorology Rs. 54 lakhs, and wireless Rs. 4 lakhs. 
The works of secondary urgency include an expenditure 
on aviation of Rs. 323 lakhs and on wireless of Rs. 64 
lakhs. 

Purchases of imported material and stores will be 
made, as usual, through the Indian Stores Department 
at Simla/Delhi. Much of the expenditure will, of 
course, be disbursed in the country itself on new aero- 
dromes, landing grounds, etc. The expenditure on 
hangars will be incurred in India and the steel used 
will probably be Indian steel. One of the most im- 
portant items of imported material will be the plant for 
lighting.

He states that the Estonian Postal Autho- 
rities, acting under a recent regulation, have notified 
that in future letters which do not show in the address 
the place names officially recognised in the Estonian 
language, will not be delivered.

POSTAL ARRANGEMENTS WITH BRITISH 
POSTAL AGENCIES IN MOROCCO

now been received to charge the Imperial rates of 
postage, or equivalent amounts, on all letters and post- 
cards exchanged between the British Post Offices in 
Morocco and this country, on and from October 1. 


The rate for letters from this country uniformly to 
all the British Postal Agencies in Morocco will be 
13d. for the first ounce and 1d. for each additional 
ounce; and this rate will also apply to letters from the 
British Post Office, Tangier, for the United Kingdom 
and the Empire generally.

EXPLOSION IN THE GRESFORD MINE, 
DENBIGHSHIRE 


Under the powers conferred by Section 83 of the Cog] 
Mines Act, 1911, the Secretary for Mines has directed Sir 
Henry Walker, C.B.E., LL.D., H.M. Chief Inspector of 
Mines, to hold a Formal Investigation into the causes and 
circumstances of the explosion which occurred on Septem. 


ber 22, 1934, in the Gresford Mine, Denbighshire. 


The Secretary for Mines is inviting the Mining Association 
of Great Britain and the Mineworkers’ Federation of Great 
Britain each to nominate a representative to be appointed 
to act as an Assessor in holding the investigation. 


The place and date of the Enquiry will be announced after 
consultation with the parties concerned. 


The Enquiry will be opened as soon as possible, but the 
pit having been sealed up, it will not be possible for the 
present to complete the investigation into the cause of the 


explosion itself. 


The Secretary for Mines has therefor 


asked the Commissioner to submit as soon as practicable ap 
interim report dealing with the condition of the mine before 
the explosion, and the exploration and rescue operations 
which were attempted after the explosion.

Calcutta, September 30.—Rainfall was general in Lower 
Burma and the West Central Provinces on four days, and 
the Konkan and Bombay Deccan on two, and in Kashmir, 
Orissa, the Central Provinces and Hyderabad on one day. 
The monsoon is weak. 


Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, September 22.—Rainfall has been below normal. 
Paddy sowing is going on in the Carnatic and central dis- 
tricts. The condition of standing crops is fair, except in the 
flooded areas of the East Godavari. 

Bihar and Orissa, September 25.—Rainfall has been 
general, and heavy in Bhagalpur, Cuttack, Dharbanga and 
Monghyr. The condition of standing crops, including sugar- 
cane, is good, and jute is being harvested in Cuttack and 
Balasore. 

Punjab, September 24.—The weather has been dry, and 
rain is badly wanted in some places. The condition of stand- 
ing crops is average to good in irrigated and under average 
to average in unirrigated areas. Sugarcane damage by top- 
borer pest is reported from Rohtak and Karnal. Insects 
have damaged crops in Gurgaon, Hissar and Dera Ghazi 
Khan. Cotton has been affected by tela and root-rot disease 
in Sargodha and Tahsil. 

United Provinces, September 22.—Rainfall has been light 
to moderate. Standing crops are doing well. 

Bombay, September 29.—There has been light rain in 
Khandesh Guzarat and Konkan, and the outlook is satis- 
factory. Early rabi, however, is suffering from insufficient 
rain, and standing crops are withering in some places. 

Sind, September 29.—No rain has fallen. The picking of 
American cotton is in full swing. Khariff is in good 
condition.

CoPENHAGEN 

According to the foreign trade statistics published for the 
month of August, imports into Denmark aggregated 
116,164,000 kroner, while exports totalled 98,034,000 kr. and 
re-exports 4,809,000 kr. There was consequently an adverse 
balance of trade for the month amounting to 13,321,000 kr. 
In 1933 there was an import surplus of 6,491, 000 kr., when 
imports totalled 113,532,000 kr., exports 103, 088, 000 kr. , and 
re-exports 3,953,000 kr. In the first eight months of "1934 
imports totalled 833, 045,000 kr., exports 737,857,000 kr., and 
re-exports 37,052 000 kr, There was thus an adverse balance 
in the first eight months of the year amounting to 58,136,000 
kr., as compared with 9,545,000 kr. in the corresponding 
period of 1933. Imports in the first eight months of 1933 
totalled 795,124,000 kr., exports 753,218,000 kr., and re- 
exports 32,361 000 kr. 


Import TRADE 


Imports from the United Kingdom in August last aggr 
gated 34,377,000 kr., as against 30,797,000 kr. in 1933, w ile 
those from Germany amounted to 25, 590, 000 kr., as against 
27,540,000 kr. For the first eight months of 1934, imports 
from the United Kingdom were returned at 250, 849 000 kr., 
as compared with 221,044,000 kr. in 1933, while the corre- 
sponding figures for Germany were 181,529,000 kr. and 
175,312,000 kr. The August imports from the United King- 
dom represented 29-6 per cent. of the total (30 per cent. in 
July), those for January-August 30-1 per cent. of the total.

TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


Imports amounted to 342-5 million marks in August, as 
compared with 362-8 million mks. in July. Foodstuffs, the 
imports of which rose in July, declined in the past month, 
mainly due to seasonal factors. Imports of raw materials, 
which were heavily reduced in preceding months under the 
influence of Control Offices, fell off again in August by 
2 per cent.; the drop was considerable in the case of 
textiles, mineral oils, timber and rubber, while there was 
an increase in imports of certain products, particularly of 
oilseeds. Imports of finished goods were slightly higher 
than in July in accordance with the seasonal tendency. 
Overseas countries were chiefly affected by the drop in 
imports, especially the United States, Argentina and Brazil. 
China was an exception, owing to higher imports of soya 
beans from Manchuria. There was little change in imports 
from European countries; the figures for goods from the 
United Kingdom and Sweden were lower than in July, 
while imports rose from Czechoslovakia and the Soviet 
Union. 

The decrease in imports of foodstuffs was largely due to 
lower seasonal figures for vegetables, — 4:3 million mks. ; 
tropical fruit, — 3-6 million mks.; potatoes, — 3-5 million 
mks.; coffee, — 6-6 million mks. ; cocoa, — 1-7 million mks. ; 
and wheat, — 1-6 million mks.; imports of other fruit rose 
by 5-9 million mks. Among raw materials and semi-manu- 
factured goods, lower imports included wool, — 2:7 million 
mks. ; mineral oil, — 2-4 million mks. ; timber, — 2-1 million 
mks.; cotton, — 1-4 million mks.; and rubber, — 1:4 million 
mks.; imports of oilseeds rose by 6-4 million mks. and of 
raw silk by 1-0 million mks. The small increase in finished 
goods imported was chiefly due to additional quantities of 
yarns. 


Export TRADE 


Exports improved by 4 per cent. from 321 million mks. in 
July to 334 million mks. in August. This increase, in which 
raw materials and finished goods participated, corresponds 
approximately to seasonal rises in previous years. It must 
be taken into consideration, however, that exports had 
fallen off to a greater extent than usual in July, 1934. The 
total value of exports in August was almost one-fifth lower 
than a year ago, and after eliminating price fluctuations 
about a sixth. The higher figures for exports in August 
compared with the preceding month were distributed largely 
among overseas countries, including the United States, 
Japan, Turkey and Brazil. With regard to European 
countries, exports showed a marked drop to France, 
Switzerland and the Netherlands, while there was an in- 
crease in exports to Sweden, Italy, the United Kingdom, 


‘ Denmark and the Soviet Union. 


The higher exports of finished goods in August consisted 
of textiles, + 4:5 million mks.; chemicals and pharma- 
ceutical products, + 2°5 million mks.; machinery, + 1-9 
million mks.; and paper and paper-goods, + 1-1 million 
mks. Fluctuations in other kinds of exports were only 
small, apart from an increase of 1-3 million mks. in exports 
of potash salts. 

The surplus of imports over exports in August amounted 
to 9 million mks., as compared with 42 million mks. in 
July. In August, 1933, there was a surplus of exports over 
imports amounting to 66 million mks. 


NORWAY 
DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY—JUNE

According to recent official Norwegian statistics, imports 
from the United Kingdom rose from 71 million kroner in 
the first half of 1933 to 86 million kr. in the first half of 
1934, while exports to the United Kingdom advanced from 
53 million kr. to 70-1 million kr. 

There was also an increase in imports from Denmark, 
Sweden, Germany, the United States, Canada, Japan and 
Argentina, but a decrease in those from Poland, British 
India and certain other countries. In the case of Belgium, 
France, Italy, the Soviet Union, Spain and Czechoslovakia 
the figures were practically unchanged. ; 

As regards exports there was an increase 1n the case of 
Italy, the Netherlands, Spain and Sweden, but a decrease 
in the case of Belgium, Denmark, France, the Soviet Union, 
Egypt and Japan. A slight fall also took place in exports 
to Germany and the United States of America. 

Approximately 23-16 per cent. of Norway’s imports were 
derived from the United Kingdom, as compared with 22-25 
per cent. during the first half of 1933, while 24-76 per cent. 
of Norway’s exports were sent to the United Kingdom, as 
against 19-95 per cent. last year.

PUBLIC WORKS PLANS AND IMPORT TRADE 


*During the last two years Beirut and the Lebanon have 
felt the force of the world-wide depression and in conse- 
quence business is poor, money tight and taxes high, and no 
recovery can be visualised before a general recovery else- 
where takes place. Beirut lives on the transit trade and the 
Lebanon on visitors, tourists and its orange export; their 
wellbeing therefore depends very largely on conditions over 
which the Government has no control. 


The beginning of 1934, however, saw the Mandatory 
authorities busily engaged with plans for the improvement 
of both Lebanese and Syrian economy. A free zone was 
opened in the Port of Beirut in order to attract and provide 
for more transit trade, and goods passing through in transit 
for countries beyond benefited by a reduction in expenses 
of 80 per cent.; a decision was made to spend a large sum of 
money in making far-reaching improvements in Beirut port 
so that it should not be left behind by the rival port of 
Haifa in Palestine nearby. 


It was also decided to prolong the Aleppo-Nissibin railway 
from Tell Ziouane to the ‘Iraq frontier—work has actually 
been started—in the hope that ‘Iraq authorities will carry 
it on to Mosul. A study is also being made of an alignment 
for a broad gauge railway from Beirut to Rayak to replace 
the present narrow gauge railway which runs over the top of 
the Lebanon and down to Rayak, where it joins the Aleppo- 
Damascus broad gauge line. Improvements are also to be 
made immediately in the desert track from Damascus to the 
‘Iraq frontier. 


It is intended to begin some of these improvements at 
once, and they will be spread over a number of years. Money 
is available out of revenue since the old Ottoman debt is 
now liquidated, and there would perhaps be little difficulty 
in obtaining a fairly large loan should it be considered best 
to do so. The authorities are therefore looking far ahead 
and with these and other improvements should be in a 
position to profit from better world trade conditions as soon 
as the depression has passed away. 


Syria has passed through a trying time during the last 
few years. Apart from the ills she has suffered in common 
with other countries resulting from general trade depres- 
sion, a serious shortage of rains caused the failure of crops 
for two successive years and consequent lack of pasture has 
decimated livestock. The present outlook is, however,: better 
and there is a feeling that the worst is over. A sufficient 
rainfall assures the harvest of 1934, and there is likewise 
good pasture for livestock.

Four countries increased the value of their exports to 
Syria during 1933 as compared with 1932. viz., France, 
Turkey, Japan as shown above and Germany from 
£Syr.2,207,319 to £LSyr,2,255,419. 

The share of the United Kingdom in the supply of coal 
was less satisfactory in 1933 than in 1932, and while it 
held its position in the importation of anthracite beans and 
coke, Germany in addition to coming in as the second 
largest supplier of coal, furnished over half of the 
briquettes. The Report contains some remarkable figures 
illustrating the continued progress made by Japanese 
cotton goods at the expense of those of other supplying 
countries; only in cotton yarns has the United Kingdom 
been able to improve its position. In silk and artificial silk 
(raw silk and piece-goods), however, Japan has dropped from 
first to fourth place, the United Kingdom and France have 
held their positions, while Italy has advanced. The supply 
of cheap rubber footwear by Japan has also fallen off by 
60 per cent. 

The United Kingdom lost ground last year in tin sheets, 
metal drums, galvanised sheets and iron pipes, while France 
advanced in iron pipes and iron sheets, and Belgium again 
held the field in iron bars and angles. On the other hand, 
there were large increases in imports from the United King- 
dom and France of replacements for factory machinery.

UNITED KINGDOM—YEMEN 


TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND MUTUAL 
CO-OPERATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that the exchange of 
ratifications of the Treaty of Friendship and Mutual Co- 
operation between the United Kingdom and the Yemen, 
which was signed at Sana on February 11, 1934, took place 
on September 11. The Treaty therefore came into force on 
that day, and it will remain in force for forty years. 

Among the provisions of the Treaty are the following :— 

The two parties shall enter into such agreements as shall 
be necessary for the regulation of commercial and economic 
affairs, based on the principles of general international 
practice. 

The subjects of each of the parties who wish to trade in 
the territories of the other shall be amenable to the local

laws and decrees, and shall receive equal treatment to that 
enjoyed by the subjects of the most-favoured Power. 

The vessels of each of the parties and their cargoes shall 
receive, in the ports of the territories of the other, treat- 
ment equal to that accorded to the vessels and their cargoes 
of the most-favoured Power, and the passengers in such 
vessels shall be treated in the ports of the territories of the 
other party in the same manner as tliose in the vessels of 
the most-favoured Power therein.

Ratifications of the Trade Agreement between the United 
Kingdom and Latvia which was signed in London on 
July 17, were exchanged in London on October 2. In 
accordance, therefore, with the provisions of Article 11, the 
Agreement will come into force on October 12.

Council, No. 1601, dated September 4, 1934, made under the 
Customs, Excise and Revenue Law, 1899, which provides 
that borax for use as an insecticide shall be admitted into

With reference to the notices under the above heading in 
the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 14 (page 859) and December 28, 
1933 (page 926), the Board of Trade have been informed that 
the Governor of Nigeria has cancelled Regulations No. 42 of 
1933, which introduced the requirements referred to, with 
the exception of the Regulation which provides that on 
invoices prepared by principals consigning goods to their 
agents in Nigeria the country of origin of the goods shall 
be stated instead of the country of consignment. The form 
of invoice now in use is identical with Customs Form 39A 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 14). The certifieate of origin 
which was incorporated with the certificate of value 
(Customs Form 39B) is cancelled. 


[Instructions have also been issued that in future the 
Comptroller of Customs will demand invoices with the 
Bill of Entry in the case of ad valorem goods only, in other 
cases power is reserved to call for them in any special 
circumstances.

FOREIGN TEXTILE QUOTAS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘“ B.T.J.” of July 26 (page 166), the ‘‘ Straits Govern- 
ment Gazette Extraordinary ”’ of August 28 contains a copy 
of a Proclamation, made under the Importation of Textiles 
(Quotas) Ordinance, 1934, which announces revised quotas 
for regulated textiles imported into Malaya.

PROCLAMATION 


Whereas by section 3 of the Importation of Textiles 
(Quotas) Ordinance, 1934, His Excellency the Governor may 
fix by proclamation the total quantity of textile goods or of 
any class or classes of textile goods manufactured in any 
foreign country which may be imported during any period. 

Now it is hereby proclaimed that the total quantities of 
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textile goods, hereinafter called regulated textiles, of the 
classes set out in the Schedule hereto, manufactured in the 
countries specified therein, which may be imported durin 
the period from May 7, 1934, to December 31, 1934, shall be 
fixed at the amounts detailed in the said Schedule. 


Provided that regulated textiles shipped from the country 
of manufacture and directly consigned to the Colony or toa 
Malay State before May 7, 1934, shall not be deemed to be 
an importation for the purposes of this proclamation ; 


Provided further that, in the case of regulated textiles 
manufactured in foreign countries not enumerated in the 
Schedule, the total imports of all classes of such textiles 
manufactured in any one foreign country and imported into 
the Colony or a Malay State shall not exceed two and one. 
half per centum of two-thirds of the total of the average 
annual net imports into the Colony, the Malay States and 
Sarawak during the years 1927 to 1931, from all countries 
of textiles of the classes enumerated in the Schedule; 


Provided further that regulated textiles shipped on or 
after May 7, 1934, against orders proved to the satisfaction 
of the Registrar to have been placed before May 7, 1934, 
shall be admitted in 1934, and that any quantities of regu- 
lated textiles thus admitted which are in excess of the quan- 
tities prescribed by this proclamation shall be debited to a 
future quota period ; 


Provided further that where the total imports from any — 


foreign country of any class of regulated textiles enumerated 
in the Schedule exceed the amount detailed in the Schedule 
in respect of such class from such country the Registrar may, 
at his discretion, allow such excess to be reduced by the 
transfer from the amounts detailed in the Schedule in 
respect of other classes from the same country of quantities 
not exceeding those by which the imports from the said 
country of each such class of regulated textiles may fall 
short of the amounts detailed in the Schedule in respect of 
such classes.

ITALY 


MANUFACTURING TAX ON BUTTER 
SUBSTITUTES 


A notice published in the “ B.T.J.”’ of June 21 (page 933) 
reported the establishment of a manufacturing tax of 2 lire 
per kilog. on the production in Italy of vegetable and animal 
fats (excluding lard) and their mixtures, including those 
containing butter or milk, which can be used directly as 
butter substitutes. 

A Royal Decree-Law of September 20 increased this tax to 
3-50 lire per kilog. with effect from September 22.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE 
MANUFACTURE AND MARKETING OF 
COSMETIC PREPARATIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded a translation of a Ministerial Decree, dated 
June 25, 1934, relating to the supervision of the manu- 
facture and sale of locally produced or imported cosmetic 
preparations in Poland. 

Cosmetic preparations in the sense of this Decree are pre- 
parations for the cleansing, colouring and treatment of the 
skin, hair and fingernails as well as the mouth and teeth. 
Certain preparations which contain antiseptic ingredients 
may not be sold without previous registration through the 
Polish Ministry of Social Welfare, and for this purpose the 
manufacturer or authorised representative must deliver to 
the Ministry, through the appropriate district State Testing 
Institute, a declaration accompanied by :— 


(1) Two samples of the preparation for analysis. 


(2) Three copies of the label, advertisement matter and 
packing in which the cosmetic preparation will be 
sold to the wholesale and retail trade; the text of 
the label must indicate :— 


(a) The name of the manufacturer. 

(b) The address of the factory. 

(c) A description of the preparation. 

(d) The register number on label or packing. 


(3) A declaration concerning the ingredients contained 
in the preparation. In the case of hair lotions and 
dyes and hair removers, the declaration for registry 
must be accompanied by exact directions for use. 


(4) Cosmetic preparations imported from abroad may bear 
on the labels and packings the particulars required 
under 2 (a), (b) and (c) above in a foreign language, 
but advertisement bills must be drafted in the Polish 
language. The label must bear the name and 
address of the authorised representative. 


The Decree, which was published in the ‘‘ Dziennik 
Ustaw ”’ of July 18, 1934 (Item 523), is to come into force 
six months after its publication. It contains, inter alia, de- 
tailed regulations regarding the prohibition or limitation of 
certain ingredients, whether contained in the preparation 
itself or in the packing thereof.

TEMPORARY REDUCTION OF DUTY ON 
CERTAIN APRICOT KERNELS

ber 29, 1934, which provides that kernels of stones of the 
exotic brand of apricots, known as “ ghejsi’’ (ex Tariff 
No. 73), may be imported into Poland on payment of a 
reduced duty amounting to 25 per cent. of the normal rate, 
subject to a special permit from the Ministry of Finance.

BOOKS RECEIVED 


The British Pharmaceutical Codex, 1934. Published by 
direction of the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain at The Pharmaceutical Press, 23, Bloomsbury Square, 
London, W.C.1, price 35s. net, postage 1s. (foreign postage 
extra). 

Medicine and pharmacy, during the eleven years which 
have elapsed since the ‘‘ British Pharmaceutical Codex, 
. 1923’ was issued, have experienced changes of considerable 
magnitude, and the Codex has proved itself to be of ever 
increasing value as a standard book of reference for pharma- 
cists, medical practitioners and others. The need for further 
revision of the whole book to justify the position to which 
it had risen was recognised by the Council of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society in the formation of the Codex Committee 

in 1930. 


Medical practitioners will find in the British Pharmaceutical 
Codex a balanced and authoritative survey of the pharma- 
cological action and therapeutic uses of practically the whole 
domain of materia medica, including such recent introduc- 
tions as liver extract, irradiated ergosterol, diphtheria 
prophylactic, scarlet fever antitoxin, antipneumococcus serum, 
suprarenal cortex extract, oestrin, the barbiturates, alkaloids, 
glycosides, and other substances of animal and vegetable 
origin. 

The main body of the book consists of monographs 
on some 1,000 substances. In addition to the general 
descriptive matter relating to the source, the chemical and 
physical properties or botanical characters of the substance 
i ecm 5 each monograph includes a section describing 
action and uses, and is followed by a summary of the pre- 
parations of the drug, indicating the way in which the 
medicament may be most conveniently prescribed. 


While the book provides standards by which the purity 
of medicaments not included in the Pharmacopeia, but 
nevertheless in frequent medicinal use, may be judged, its 
value to the medical profession lies largely in the fact that 
it contains a formulary of tested preparations which ex- 
perience has shown to be reliable. 


Included in the list of reagents are the formule for the 
more important reagents used as laboratory aids to diagnosis. 
Among the appendices is one indicating the composition and 
source of supply of a large number of proprietary prepara- 
tions. 


The subject matter in the ‘‘ Action and Uses’’ sections 
of the monographs has been carefully revised in the light 
of modern therapeutic practice by a Committee consisting 
of medical men and pharmacists. In many instances, the 
advice of outside experts has been obtained in order to 
confirm the accuracy and utility of the information on such 
specialised subjects as radium, the arsphenamines, vaccines, 
sera, vitamins, etc.

The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 


behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor. 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
